HEMP CROWDED 

OUT BY TOBACCO J 
KenttKky once led all the' 
states of the Unkm in 'the pro* 
duction of hemp. The state's 
primacy in hemp growing was as 

well established at that time as 
is its leadership in tobacco pro- 
duction today. 

According to a ^Lexington dis- 
patch Prof. Garman, of the State 
Experiment Station, believes the 
farmers arc making a mistake in 
so generally abandoning hemp 
and giving so much attention to 
the production of tobacco. He 
insists that hemp is a remunera- 
tive crop when 'raised for the 

seed alone. An acre of h<'nip 
will produce from ten to ttwclve 
bushels of seed, and hemp seed 
is in ready demand at $5 a bush- 
el. 

Growing tobacco, Prof. Gar 
man says, is having a bad effect 
on the Kentucky soils which al- 
ready are deficient in vegetable 
matter, and in some places lack- 
ing in other desirable ingre- 
dients. "The man who has the 
nerve to withstand the general 

tendency, to turn his hack on to 
bacco and grow crops not grown 
by everybody about him, ought 
to make more money in the next 
ten years than he can make from 
tobacco, and by doing so will 
certainly take less from his land 
and find it in better condition at 
the end." 

Prof. Garman believes the 
State could profitahlx jilant sev- 
eral times the present acreage 
that is being devoted to hemp, 
since our hemp growers are not 
able to supply the demand for 
seed by many thousands of bush-'' 
els. In recent years the acreage 
of hemp has decreased in Cen- 
tral Kcntuckv everv vear. In

In the sc\en nioiitlis ended 
with January, the gross earnings 
of all the railroads of the count- 
ry included in the monthly 
gregates published by the Com 
merce Commission, fell off in 
round numbers $i2,ooo,oo<), wliile 
net earnings, after payment of 
ta.xcs, were less by $78,000,000. 
Of the loss in gross, about ^5,- 
fioo,ooo took place in the socall- 
cd eastern district, embracing al- 
most exactly the roads party to 
the ponding rate case ; and of the 
decrease in net, $52,000,000 fell 
upon the eastern railroads. 

Ii IN as plain as a pikestafT 
that the railroads in the states 
east of the Mississippi cannot go 
on losing more than $7,000,000 
a month from their net revenues 
without taking vigorous meas- 
ures to check such dangerous 
fiiianiiial exhaustion. 

Unfortunately, they have no 
means of compelling the coun- 
try to offer more freight for ship- 
ment or more passengers for car- 
riage than the country is pleased 
to oflfer and at present the coun- 
try pleases to offer these rail- 
roads about $13,000,000 less gross 
business a month than it did at 
this time last year. 

In January alone these east- 
ern roads suffered a decrease in 
press earnings of $ii,200,000, or 
about 12 per cent. They reduc- 
ed the maintenance expenditures 
by $l,roo,000, and 'ransportation 
expenses, the obligatory outlay 
for moving the traffic ,by only 
$308,000. Taxes increased about 
$200,000, and, allowing for minor 
accounts, the final result was 
loss in net operating income for 
the month, of $10,350,000. 

Eastern railroad managers are 
now accused of sharp practi 
when they take steps to avoid 
bankruptcy. One other measure 
is left to them. Dividend rates 
have begun to fall, and ' many 
more companies are now in line 
to reduce or omit their disburse- 
ments to stockholders it^ the 
event that traffic remains at its 
present level and rate relief is 
withheld. Doubtless tht'y will 
be accused also of reducing di\ i- 
dends to "clt^*^ the public and 
the commission.'" 

In other words, it is the plain 
dutv of a coninion carrier to
